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WORDS OF CHEER FROM BISHOP WHIPPLE. 


FarmBauLt, DecemBer 8th, 1879. 

Dear Broruer: Two of the ablest of our 
modern essayists have recently published arti- 
cles to excite alarm in timid Christians. Prof. 
Goldwin Smith has prophesied the coming in 
of an age of unbelief. The Christian faith 
will be a tradition of the past. A shipwreck 
of faith will be the destruction of the mo- 
rality of the nation, the loss of home, of 
government, a subversion of law, and the com- 
ing in of a reign of anarchy and chaos. Mr. 
Froude portrays a no less dismal future by the 
certain triumph in this land of the Roman 
Catholic Church. - 

Ido not propose to follow the arguments of 
these prophesiers of evil, who, like those in 
Nehemiah’s time, say of Christian men, 
“Tf a fox go up, he shall break down their 
stone wall.” 

It is Advent, The Church is saying to her 
children, ‘‘ Tell ye the daughter of Sion, Be- 
hold thy King cometh unto thee.” Many anx- 
ious hearts are asking out of the gloom of their 
deferred hopes, ‘‘ Watchman, what of the 
night?” We admit allthat the most fearful can 
say of difficulty. We know ‘‘this is a day of 
trouble, and of rebuke, and of blasphemy.” 
As the eventide draws on we shall realize 
more and more the faithfulness of the picture 
drawn by divine revelation. ‘‘In the last 
days perilous times shall come.” Men shall 
ask, ‘‘ Where are the signs of His coming?” 
None of these things shake our faith in His 
promise. The Lornb’s servants are not called 
to hopeless work. His soldiers are not sent to 
be vanquished in the battle of the last time. 
Gop has not forsaken the world which He 
has created and redeemed. ‘‘ The LorD reign- 
eth, be the earth never so unquiet.’? These are 
no times for timid counsels. | Gop’s work 
was never as. hopeful as it is to-day. 

' It is the first time since our Lorp ascended 
into heaven that there is not a place on 
earth where the Church may not carry the 
Gospel of Jesus Curist. In our day 
we have seen the breaking down of impene- 
trable barriers of caste and prejudice to pre- 
pare the way for a universal brotherhood. 
India, Japan, China, Turkey, and Africa are 
all open for Christian effort. The story of 
Missions reads like the deeds of faith in the 
early Church. Savage nations have in one 
generation been won to Curist. The whole 
civilized world is sending its products to a 


world’s fair held on a continent which a cen-— 
tury ago was the abode of cannibals. Can 

any Christian forget the conversion of Tas- — 
mania, Australia, New Zealand, and the Pa- — 
cific Islands? Can we forget how, in our day, — 
whole tribes of savage men have become > 
Christians? From Athabasca in the frozen — 
North to South Africa, from the far East to the 

remotest bounds of the West, the world wit- 

nesses to the heroism of soldiers of CHRIST. 

Even educated heathen, who once looked 

down with contempt upon Missions, are begin- 

ning to ask, ‘‘Who is this?” A celebrated 
Indian scholar says that the question which 
lies nearest the heart of India is, ‘‘ Who is — 
Jesus Curist?” He declares that to-day India — 
is ruled, not by England, but by this CHrisr. 
The victory does not come in our _way, but 
Gop’s harvest is sure. 

An age is not dark which has witnessed the - 
breaking of the shackles from every slave, and 
the uprising of the whole Christian world to_ 
destroy that sum of all villanies—‘“ the traffic 
in human flesh.” There is an unseen spirit of 
love moving men’s hearts to kindle pity for 
the helpless and to call out deeds of self-sacri- — 
fice. When in the world’s history were the 
woes of war soothed by such ministrations of — 
love? When have plague-smitten cities been 
ministered to by such angels of mercy? When — 
has there been such an outpouring of charity — 
to soothe and comfort the suffering? When has 
there been such a lengthening of cords and 
strengthening of stakes in Zion? It is not all 
dark; the martyrs of the Church are living — 
still. 

It.is true that the daily press flashes before 
us every morning sickening tales of crime and — 
impurity from every part of this sin-sick 
world. It does not tell of the millions who 
commit no crime. It proclaims the shame of 
the fallen one who has been recreant to trust, — 
but it does not tell of the tens and hundreds — 
of thousands who quietly, unobtrusively, and 
bravely are doing their duty. It proclaims 
the one thief who purloins the letter, but takes * 
no record of the millions on millions of letters _ 
which, through thousands of hands, surely find _ 
their way to their destination. Thereare tales — 
of sin to make angels weep. There are 
crimes against home, society, government, : 
and Gop. But never in this world were there 
braver hearts to do battle for the right; never ; 
men who spake out clearer ringing words for 
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the truth. And the world feels it.

; knowledge of the material universe can ever 
solve the spiritual side of man’s being; that 
__ religious hopes and aspirations are as real as 
; any part of man’s intellectual nature. The 
position of the philosophical thought of the 
world to-day is not atheistical. More and 
-_ more great thinkers are becoming ‘‘seekers 
after Gop.” 
Christianity has nothing tofear. It is not a 
- doctrine. It isa fact. It is the revelation of 
a Person, the Helper, the Friend, the Saviour 
of men. It reveals to men the truth that the 
_ Creator of the universe is the Everlasting

The 
people’s prejudices against heretics are destroy- 
edby the love of Christian hearts whose chari- 
ties are not hedged in by any creed. The clergy 
and the laity of the Roman Catholic Church 
recognize the devotion, the love, and the faith 
of other Christians. The power of the Church 
cannot keep its walls of prejudice against men 
whose lives show the fruits of the religion of 
Curist. Why not? The infallible head of the 
Church, Pius [X., declared in his letter to the 
Emperor William the validity of Christian 
Baptism in the name of the Faruer, the Son, 
and the Hoty Guost. Monsignore Capel and 
other eminent Roman Catholic divines have 
reaffirmed a truth which underlies the very 
possibility of the reunion of Christendom. 

We need not go on. We admit all that the

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A LETTER FROM BISHOP TUTTLE. 


Sart Lake Crry, Urau, 
Sept. 30th, 1879. 

To-pay I attend the funeral of the man 
who, twelve years ago, on our arrival here, as 
superintendent of the ‘Gentile ” Sunday- 
school, turned the same over to us. 

He was among the oldest in residence of 
the Gentiles, and was for years my legal coun- 
sel. Everywhere death and removals sweep 
away our friends; here more rapidly and per- 
sistently than elsewhere. Homesare on wheels. 
For convenience’ sake, the growing of strong 
ties of place and heart and life is not tolerat- 
ed. I am startled in trying to recover the 
memory of the number who have come here, 
stayed for atime, and gone. I am saddened 
to count the few that for these years have per- 
manently remained. 

I am getting to be among the oldest Gen- 
tile residents myself, and am looked upon by 
the Mormons as a real fixture. 

Their day to fall has by no means come yet, 
and I am but a little one among their thou- 
sand. It is only from Gop’s grace that cour- 
age is drawn to do our full work under such an 
overshadowing cloud, and in the teeth of such 
a mighty power of evil. 

But I sat down to tell Tr Sprrir or 
Missions of my Montana visitation. I thank 
Gop for the things in it that give me cheer, 
I pray for His help for the things that bring 
anxiety. The anxiety is, how to get time to 
visit all the places asking, and how to meet 
all the demands for Church Services made. I 
have been absent four and 4@ half months 
on the one visit, and busied to the full 
throughout it all. Yet I count now ten 
places which I ought to have gone to, but, for 
sheer lack of time, did not. And more 
than eighteen towns ask me if they cannot 
have regular Services. 

Is it a wonder that Iam busied and anxious, 
or that I am undertaking in ‘‘venture of 
faith’ this year to provide for the wants of 
twelve of these places? The Rev. 8S. C. Black- 
iston is to take charge of ten of them from 
Nov. ist. The Lorp grant. him cheerful 
strength! He is to live at Helena, but to do 
busiest work for 150 miles round about. I 
have promised him $500 a year, and the peo- 
ple of the region pay the rest of a living. sal- 
ary.

Holy Communion to two hundred and fifty- — 
three on my trip. I baptized, as [have done 
before, one by immersion, and so disarmed 
a whole battle array of sharp-pointed preju- 
dices against the Church. I secured ample — 
building lots against the future in two addi- e 
tional towns. And I am blessed with the — 4 
help of three new Pastors, the Rev. F. B. | 
Lewis, at Bozeman, and the Rev. CO. O. Tile | 
lotson, for Deer Lodge and Butte, besides Mr. 
Blackiston. 

The old stand-bys, Messrs. Prout, Gilbert, — 
and Stewart, push onunweariedly. At Sheri- 
dan, where, arriving too late at night and too i: 
early in the morning to waken civilized folks, 

I lay down on the ground out of doors and 
slept, Mr. Prout is to give a regular monthly 
visit. At Helena, Mr. Gilbert hopes to be 
worshipping in the new St. Peter’s in October. 

At one mountain town (Salmon City), where 
for the first time the Holy Communion was — 
administered, the first railful (the altar rail 
was a rough school bench) was four strong 
men, Four that I confirmed were in places 
without a Pastor. In a woollen millI held a 
Service at 11 o’clock in the morning of a busy 
week day, and men, women, and children 
from all around came, among them the Meth- 
odist minister of the neighborhood. On one 
other occasion a Presbyterian minister present 
started the tunes for the poor, unmusical Mis- — 
sionary Bishop. On two other occasionsa Meth- — 
odist minister was precentor and leader of re- 
sponses. At one United States garrison the 
commander has instituted regular Sunday 
Services, one of his captains reading them 
between. the Missionary’s infrequent visits, A 
captain at another garrison was confirmed, ‘

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In the parish at Helena twenty-seven were 


_ confirmed, and from and after January 1st it is 


to be self-supporting. So it has organized by

three careful provisos detailed in the instru- 
ment of conveyance: 

1. The property is never to be alienated 
from the uses of the Protestant Episcopal 
Church in the United States of America. 

2. It is never to be sold or encumbered 
without the consent and signature of the 
Bishop. 

3. If either of the above wrongs be done, 
the property is to revert to the Bishop, the 
grantor.

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A LETTER FROM BISHOP SPALDING, 


DENVER, Cou., Nov. 11th, 1879. 

My Dear Dr. Twine: Having just re- 
turned (to Trinidad) from a three weeks’ visi- 
tation in New Mexico, I send you some notes 
of the progress of the Church in that little- 
known and much-misunderstood portion of 
the Domestic Field. From Trinidad to Las 
Vegas is a night’s journey by rail of 135 miles. 
Mr. Forrester had arranged for Service in the 
evening at the Jewett House, which was at- 
tended by as many as could be comfortably seat- 
ed in the large sitting-room and oflice. Thence 
we went next day, by coach, 75 miles, to San- 
ta Fe. 

Here I remained six days, holding Ser- 


“vices on Sunday, and calling on many of 


the people. Six persons were confirmed. 
The chapel is an adobe building, fitted up 
for Services in a very Church-like manner. 
The rental is $25 a month. Santa Fe has 
been much improved since I was last there, 
more than five years ago, The leading men 
are preparing for the coming of the railroad, 
which is approaching at the rate of a mile and 
ahalf a day. They are determined to main- 
tain for this ancient city its accustomed pre- 
eminence. We need a good church here. 
The lot already secured is very satisfactory. 
The building fund now amounts to something 
over $300. Earnest efforts are being made 
to increase it; probably from $500 to $1,000 


can be raised in the place. The churchshould — 
be a creditable building, costing $3,000; or, 
better, $5,000. This is the Roman Catholic 
cathedral city. In this centre of Romanism we 
ought to plant ourselves in full strength. To 
do this large gifts must come from our East- 
ern friends. The Rey. Mr. Forrester has, at 
his own urgent request, been relieved of 
the charge of this Mission. This involves 
a sacrifice on his part, for Santa Fe is 
one of the most desirable places to live in to 
be found anywhere in the West. _—Its_ situa- 
tion, its climate, its society are exceedingly at- 
tractive. It is indispensable to have more 
Clergy at work. Mr. Forrester was willing to 
give a new man the best place, as he will be 
glad in about two or three months to resign Las 
Vegas to anther, and go on with the railroad 
to do the pioneer work to be done in the Rio 
Grande Valley. Santa Fe should have at 
once a strong man, an experienced and ear- 
nest Missionary, who, residing at the capital, 
should give half his time to other points, 
Sucha place as Santa Fe ought not to beg 
long for a Cle1gyman. " 

The distance from Santa Fe to the Rio 
Grande is about twenty-five miles, and to Al- 
buquerque seventy-five miles. Starting in the 
afternoon, the coach reaches there at 4 or 5 
o’clock in the morning. Here and hereabouts 
I remained a week. | It is a place of 1,500 or

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2,000 Mexicans, and of 100 or 150 Ameri- 
cans. Most of the Americans attended the Sun- 
There is an 
excellent choir, and there are eight or ten com- 
municants. One person was confirmed. 
Americans are coming in, and it is supposed 
that this will be the great commercial town, it 
being in the rich Rio Grande Valley, and in 
the centre and heart of the Territory. 

Services are held on about one Sunday in 
each month by the Rev. Mr. Forrester. It is 
hoped now that we can have Lay-reading for 
the other Sundays. With outside aid of from 
$500 to $1,000 a church can be built, if Mr. 
Forrester goes there to live and takes the mat- 
ter in hand in the spring. He is now well 
known throughout the Territory, and is uni- 
versally respected. His success at Las Vegas 
gives him prestige and influence. In every 
place he is much preferred to any stranger. 
A stage-driver remarked to me, ‘‘Mr. For- 
rester is a man who is very much liked;” and 
I believe he expressed the general sentiment 
among all classes. 

This portion of the valley, north of the 
Joumada del Muerto, is about 150 miles long, 
and the lower bottom land is two or three miles 
on the average in width, all of which is culti- 
vable, and much of which is and has long been 
cultivated. Itis very fertile, almost all kinds of 
products being raised. Apples, pears, apricots, 
peaches, and grapes thrive finely. The grapes 
are of a superior quality, and a great deal of 
wine is manufactured. The Messilla Valley 
below is much wider, and even better adapted 
to fruit and grape culture. There are many 
small towns and Indian pueblas in the valley. 
Near to Santa Fe, Bernardino, and Albu- 
querque very promising mines are being opened 
and developed. It is expected that there will 
be two railroads through this valley next year. 
The Atchison, Topeka and Santa Fe will be, 
completed as far as Albuquerque by next 
March, and the Denver and Rio Grande have 
advertised for grading and ties from Alamosa, 
in Colorado, to this point, 

I did not go further this time, although I 
intended to visit Messilla, Las Cruces, Silver 
City, Tucson, and other parts of Arizona. 
But the “Apache Indians had been committing 
terrible devastations along the line of the stage 
route. Within the past few weeks they had 
killed more than a hundred white men, wom- 
en,and children. I was strongly advised a post- 
pone my intended visit for the present; but I 
conversed with men from those parts, and learn-

sionaries in Arizona. The Southern Pacific 
from the west has nearly reached Tucson, and — 
before next year will be far into New Mexico. 
Before the meeting of the next General Conven- 
tion there will be about 300 miles of country to 
span to secure railroad communication through 
the two Territories; so that the Bishop to be 
then elected will be able to visit by rail most 
parts of the Jurisdiction. i 

Returning to Santa Fe, I held another Ser- _ 
vice, and came back to Las Vegas to open the 
new chapel on Sunday, Nov. 9th. The Min-  — 
ister, and the Rev. J. A. M. La Tourette, of — 
Fort Union, were present. The chapel was  — 
full to overflowing. There were fifteen com- 
municants. The offertory toward the com- — 
pletion of the Church, besides the regular — 
pledges (about $9 a week), was thirty-five dol- 
lars. The financial statement made by the 
Rev. Mr. Forrester showed that the chapel 
had cost thus far $1,098.34. Eastern friends 
have contributed $330.93; $826.44 has been 
raised in Las Vegas. The work is all paid — 
for, and there is $59.03 in the treasury. The 
plastering, etc., will cost about $150; and an — 
organ is very much needed. This work has 
been conducted in a most efficient and busi- — 
ness-like manner, and is in every way a grand ~ 
success. Las Vegas is an important point, 
most of North-eastern and Eastern New Mex-- 
ico being tributary to it. The counties of 
Colfax, San Miguel, and Lincoln, east of the 
Rio Grande, and the mountains are among 
the best watered, the most populous, and 
most American in the Territory. In spite of | 
the great. disadvantages and manifold dis- 
couragements under which the work has been 
carried on, and the fact that but one Mission- 
ary has been engaged in it, we have about as 
strong a foothold as any Protestant body, 
though the Presbyterian and Methodist 
Boards have each employed for several years — 
a considerable force of Missionaries. We have 
good reason to be greatly encouraged. 

It is time now that our hesitating, vacillat- 
ing policy in regard to this Jurisdiction should 
cease,

It is time that an appropriationshould 
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building and Christian education. Let such 
help be given as is indispensable, and as has 
_ always heretofore been given for other Mis- 


spring. I found them all blessed with just 
enough success. to make me and those in 
; charge of them feel that they are good, and 
encourage us to try to make them better. 
_The examinations at the close of the year 
manifested that decided progress had been 
made by the scholars in their studies. The 
Principal of St. Paul’s School thus describes 
the examination there : 

_ “The record this half year has been very 
satisfactory. The changes have been com- 
paratively few. There has not been a single 
case of running away, no serious illness, and 
very little sickness of any kind. 

‘‘The school has been very fortunate in 
securing the services of a teacher of several 
p years’ experience with Indian children. The 
progress in some things has been quite sur- 
prising, and it would have done you good, as 
it did us, to witness the closing exercises of 
=. the term. 

“‘The exercises opened with the singing of 
; a hymn in the English language. After some 
__ appropriate remarks by the Bishop, the exam- 
ination began, conducted by the teacher, 
Henry E. Dawes. All the studies were 
- touched upon. The answers came promptly 
; and distinctly, and, especially in arithmetic 
. and_ geography, were very lively and interest- 
ing. General questions, such as, What crops 
raised in Dakota? In the Southern States ? 
Name some of our imports? Some of our 
exports? Tell us something you can see ? 
Describe a cord of wood ? and questions sim- 
ilar to these, were answered with such anima- 
tion that it seemed almost like a shower of 
hailstones from every part of the room. 

‘‘We could hardly realize that many of 
these boys answering now so readily, I may 
say eagerly, were but a short time ago living 
‘their wild lives, and knowing nothing about 
either the language or the life with which 
they now seemed so familiar. It seems 
E strange that those boys who, outside of the 
school-room, would hardly dare to speak a 
single word of English, for fear of being rid-

‘«The improvement of the girls during the 
past year has been quite marked in their 
studies, work, and deportment. Under Miss 
Bell’s direction they have made themselves a 
large number of dresses, besides other cloth- 
ing, very nicely. They take turns at the 
cooking, laundry, and housework. They 
have laid out the vegetable beds themselves, 
and planted the seeds under my direction, and 
we have had an abundance of such vegetables 
as are ripe at this season. They have weeded, 
planted potatoes, and kept the grounds tidy, 
doing it all cheerfully, and regarding it as 
good fun. The larger girls made about two 
barrels of very good soft-soap entirely them- 
selves, directed by a woman who helped in 
the kitchen. I think now they would be able 
to make it in their own homes. 

‘‘ We have two cows which supply us with 
milk and some butter. One of the girls has 
learned to take care of the milk and make 
the butter. The girls always do the churning. 

‘¢ Looking back over the past year we feel 
that, though there have been very dark days, 
we have had great’ cause for encouragement; 
for our greatest trial seemed to call forth all 
that was gentle and lovely and thoughtful in 
the character of our girls, and endeared them, 
too, perhaps more than any days of prosperity . 
could.” 

This fall they open with more than ordinary 
promise. The children come distances which 
range from one to ten days’ travel. The ap- 
plications for admittance are far more than 
our accommodations permit us to grant. Re- 
pairs, alterations, and additions have been 
made in several of the buildings which-.will 
enable those in charge of the schools to con- 
duct them with greater efficiency and comfort. 
Through the bounty of Mrs. Astor, of New 
York, an addition (St. Agnes’ Hall, we call it) 
has been made to St. Mary’s School, which 
gives that institution a delightfully airy dor- 
mitory, wash, and school room. 

The Government building, which is occu- 
pied by St. John’s Boarding-school, Cheyenne, 
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River Agency, has been repainted and put in 
repair. Mr. and Mrs. Swift have surrendered 
the charge of the school, in order to occupy a 
promising field for Missionary work which 
has been opened to us some sixty miles further 
up the Missouri River, and into which they 
have thrown themselves heart and soul; but 
T have been happy in securing as their succes- 
sors Mr. and Mrs. J. Fitch Kinney, Jr., who 
give promise of great efficiency and usefuness. 

Hope School, Springfield, Dakota, will take 
hereafter the place of the Crow Creek Agency 
Boarding-school in my reports. The care of 
the latter school has been assumed by the 
Agent, and I am thus enabled to put into oper- 
ation a plan which I have long had at heart 
of beginning a Boarding-school for Indian 
children outside the Indian country, where 
they will be removed from the wild ways and 
lethargy of their own people, and be sur- 
rounded by the civilization and energy of the 
white man. The town of Springfield is ad- 
mirably fitted for such a school. It is beauti- 
fully situated. Itis near the Indian country, and 
yet outside of it. Itisin the midst ofa fine farm- 
ing district. We havea pretty church there. 
I earnestly trust that those who have support- 
ed scholarships in the Crow Creek School will 
allow of their transfer to this promising enter- 
prise. 

All the school work falls short of what we 
wish to make it. We see each year how we 
can improve it. But I think that could you 
visit these schools you would feel as I de- 


scribed myself as feeling last spring when I 
arrived at one of them (St. John’s, Cheyenne 
River Agency). After a long journey through 
mud and rain, and after a wretched night on 
the wet earth wrapped up in my blanket, I 
thought myself at first too worn out and stiff 
for any duty; but the sight of the fourteen 
neat, happy-looking Indian girls who consti- 
tute the school, the evidences which I saw of 


their docility and of their dexterity at the 


wash-tub and kneading-trough, the sweetness 
of their responsive singing at family prayers, 
and then the gathering of the Christian Indi- 
ans and their cordial handshaking and hearty 
‘‘Hows,” were inspiriting ; and I found by ten 


o’clock at night that, notwithstanding my fa-— 


tigue, I had participated with Mr. Swift in 
three Services, two for Indians and one at 
Fort Bennett for white people, and confirmed 
a Class of thirteen. 

I am most thankful for the continued inter- 
est which many have so long shown in these 
dear schools.

4 oe We are very thankful to be able to say 
that the paper put forth in the October 
~ number and in the Church weeklies by 
the Committee for Foreign Missions was 
_ fully successful. It brought various 
edacs and liberal cash SA tee 
which together ensured the extra sums 
*s needed. “We are glad thus publicly to 
_ acknowledge these free-will offerings. 
"The pre nary to Japan has been ap- 
. Easinted, has resigned his Parish, and ex- 
pects to leave for his field very soon, This 
is one step toward meeting Bishop Wil- 
— liams’ urgent calls for more men. 
Alas! if only the same could be said 
ith ‘regard to that peculiarly tried 
but very promising station at Wuchang, 
_ China, whence comes such a pressing 
: demand for additional workers. The 
“young Clergyman alluded to as ready 
and anxious to go there—after his ap- 
‘pointment was made by the Committee, 
_acting for the Missionary Bishop con- 
_ cerned—felt himself compelled to with- 
draw because of the views and the 
_ judgment of his personal friends, who 
aby no means favored his going abroad. 


He took this final step, it is only fair to 
him to say, contrary to his own desires 
and with the utmost regret. 

Among the many applications for ap- 
pointment to Foreign Fields which, 
from time to time, have been noticed in 
these pages, there were for China, three 
Clergymen, two physicians, and several 
ladies. This particular call was fora. 
Clergyman, although all the applicants 
could well be employed were the to- 
tal receipts sufficient. The other two 
Clergymen mentioned were applied to, 
but, meanwhile, they had, in natural 
course, assumed responsibilities which 
they could not well relinquish. And so 
it comes that while there is pledged the 
outfit, travelling expenses, and salary of 
an unmarried man, there is at present 
no candidate for the appointment. We 
trust that before long the Hoty Sprrir 
will move some active, earnest, and loyal 
young Clergyman to peed iinents for the 
position. Even if a new Missionary be 
sent, it is hoped that arrangements will 
be made in China to also send one of 
the younger married couples now in 
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Shanghai to take charge of the schools 
and other work at Wuchang, as no man, 
single-handed, could properly sustain 
himself there, especially if he be inex- 
perienced. Besides these, a lady teacher 
is much wanted in the “Jane Bohlen 
Memorial School” for girls. It is to be 
presumed that all the ladies desiring to 
join the Chifia Mission could present 
such testimonials as would be quite satis- 
factory; there is, however, one lady in 
particular whom the Committee would 
be glad to send during the coming sum- 
mer, if only some Christian man or 


a 


woman blessed with this world’s goods ~ 
should wish-to send her out as his or her 
Missionary. As the outlook is, it is cer- 
tain she cannot be sent otherwise. The 
testimonials in this case are all on file, — 
and are considered to be unexception- 
able. : 
In a word, then, a properly- -qualified, - 
unmarried Cloreymant is wanted; and it 
is also very desirable that an offer should 
be received looking to the support of 
the lady teacher mentioned. We can — 
only state the needs, and leave the rest 
to the leadings of Divine Providence.

is rising. At Bassa there are other boys who 
want tocome.

FROM LETTER OF THE REY, W. A. FAIR. 


GirLs’ ScHooL, CAPE Paumas, W. A., 
August 12th, 1879. 


Now, while I think of it, I must say a 
word about the ‘‘ Monrovia,” in which we 
sailed. We met many vessels on the way and 
passed them all. One day we sailed three 
hundred and twenty miles, and several days 
from two to three hundred. 

The order and cleanliness of the ship was 
all that could be wished. Every kindness 
and attention that could be desired was shown 
by Capt. Richardson and his officers. A let- 
ter expressing the indebtedness of all the pas- 
sengers and their thankfulness to him was, by 
unanimous consent, or rather express desire, 
conveyed to him on arrival of the ship at 
Monrovia. ... ~ 

The Bishop met us at Monrovia. He had 
Lottie, the author of the composition about 
‘¢ Jonah and the Whale,” with him, also a 
native boy and two parrots. He was expect- 
ing a number of boys from Bassa to take to 
his school at Cape Mount. Lottie, one of 
our first; class girls, he is taking to help him 
in teaching. 

He was trying to teach the native boy and 
the parrots English. Just then it was hard to 
tell which would prove to be the most apt 
scholar. The Bishop left about the 9th of July. 
He had been here only twice in our absence, 
nor could he stay very long either time. The 
Girls’ School building is about two-thirds of 
the way toward completion. It cannot be 
said to be rebuilt, the old frame not’ having 
been taken down. It has been pretty thor- 
oughly repaired—new floors, much of it 
newly weather-boarded, and the roof newly 
shingled. The Bishop has learned by expe- 
rience that it is hard to get work done in 
Liberia, and that it is almost impossible to get 
it done well. He being obliged, as he is, to be 
here and there, and having few experienced 
helpers, the work must suffer in consequence. 

From what I have said you may rightly 
infer that there is much left for my wife and 
myself to do. 

We have begun our work again, relying on 
our Heavenly 'ATHeR’s promises, and, by His 
help, ere long we hope to have our girls with 
us. Capt. Richardson, with the supplies for 
reopening the school, is not expected much

We give, as promised in the Annual Report 
under this head, Dr. Bunn’s report, which will 
be found of interest. We, moreover, bring up 
back information which has accumulated 
since the October number went to press. The 
latest dates from Shanghai are to the 22d of 
that month. The Bishop writes under date of 
September 25th: 

The College buildings were completed, to all 
intents and purposes, the latter part of August 
last, and the pupils of Duane and Baird Halls 
were, about that time, removed to the College, 
and have been pursuing their studies as usual. 
The College will not be formally opened, how- 
ever, until the professors’ houses are finished, 
which we hope will be the case by Christmas. 
Mr. Yen’s house is finished, and he and his 
family have moved into it. The pupils of 
Duane and Baird Halls are at present under 
his supervision. These Halls are now included 
in the College, but retain their respective 
names, so that all who are interested, or who 
are subscribers to the scholarships, may be en- 
couraged to continue their subscriptions as 
heretofore. 

Not a few applications have already been 
received for admission to the College, and 
we have reason to expect that when it is 
formally opened the number of applicants 
will be still further increased. Accommoda- 
tions have been provided for about two hun- 
dred students, but I will not now enter into 
the detail of these accommodations, etc., as 
the subject is worthy of a separate letter, 
which I hope to forward you shortly. 

Mrs. Schereschewsky (same date) writes: 

The middle of this week the second daugh- 
ter of the Rev. Kong Chai Wong is to be 
matried to Mr. Yang. Mrs. Yang, the in- 
tended groom’s mother, has been a widow for 
two years or more. She is a person of much 
character, and the family are not only wealthy, 
but possess culture and education. 

The Rev. Mr. Sayres’ little son was bap- 
tized on St. Michael and All Angels-day, in 
the room used as the chapel at St. John’s Col- 
lege. It was the first Baptism there. The 

students were all present. 

At the latest date mentioned the Bishop, 
who through the summer had been out of health, 
was reported as ‘‘ greatly improved,” and, it 
was hoped, ‘‘rid of the trying complaint” 
which had kept him so reduced.

My appreciation of that necessity grew so 
strong that, in November last, I rented a Chi- 
nese house, fitted it as well as our means would 
allow, and have since used it both as a dis- 
pensary and hospital.

We consider the new hospital to have been, 
from the first, a decided success. 

In June, however, I was obliged to leave 
the field, and to bring my very sick boy and 
other children to the United States. The 
change offered him the best chance for im- 
provement in health, and, besides, it was im- 
possible to take care of my family longer in 
Wuchang. And here will be remarked one 
of the great disadvantages of keeping so small 
If two

are young children, but no lady to give a help- 
_ing hand or timely advice in the care of them; 


or, as now, when Mr. Hoyt is entirely alone.

‘My child’s condition continues serious, and 
must for the present bar any determination 


as to my future course. 
In conclusion, I beg to offer some sugges- 


tions as to our Church’s policy in reference to 
Medical Missions. I humbly trust that these 
may not have the less weight if it shall 
eventuate that they come from one who must 
be content to view at a distance these oppor- 
tunities for noble aggressive work, while, by 
the rulings of Providence, not permitted to 
take part inthem. The suggestions are three. 

*T. The medical department of the Mission at 
Wuchang should be continued and re-inforced. 

II. Let us have a medical Missionary at 
Shanghai; and 

III. Let him organize a medical depart- 
ment to our new College there. This 
would be the first medical college ever estab- 
lished in China. Asa philanthropic enterprise 
it would be the grandest imaginable; as a 
Christianizing agency the most efficient possible. 
It would help to put the healing art before that 
nation in the place it occupied in Apostolic 
times, as the ‘‘right hand” of the Church and 
the complement of the Christian Ministry. It 
would show Curist as He appeared in His life, 
declared His character to be, and commanded 
His disciples to exhibit Him, the Saviour of 
both soul and body. It would give a new 
title to life in the Church, that she should thus 
‘‘observe all things whatsoever” the Lorp 
commanded her, since that is the condition of 
the promise, ‘‘I am with you alway, even 
unto the end of the world.” 


[APPENDIX A.] 
THE ELIZABETH BUNN MEMORIAL HOSPITAL FOR 
WOMEN AND CHILDREN. 

From ‘‘ The Chinese Recorder ’”’ for Nov.—Dec., 1878. 

In the vaults of the Pantheon in Paris, mark- 
ing the grave of one of the great literary gen- 
iuses of the last century, is a monumental stone, 
the design of which is significant. It is shaped 
like a coffin, and from its half-opened lid a hand 
is protruded, in which is held forth a lighted 
torch. To the thoughtful visitor it affords a 
striking emblem of the blessed and abiding re- 
sults of the good lives of those who have passed 
away. They help usstill, even though they have 
gone from us. Light comes to us from their 
graves. Being dead, they yet speak. Truly the 
memory of the just is blessed; for the remem- 
brance of the good and true in their lives is cal- 
culated to stimulate and helpus in our own. As 
the sweet-scented flower, even when severed from 
its stem, and dying, possesses a lingering fra- 
grance, so the good influence of some lives is 
manifest for months or years after the turf on 
their graves is green. 

These and kindred thoughts were prominent 
in our minds when, on Sunday, the 24th of No- 
vember, we joined in a very solemn and impres- 
sive service In connection with the opening of a 
new hospital for women and children in Wu- 
chang. The attendance was large, mcst of the 
members of the different Missions here represent- 
ed being present. The devotional exercises hav- 
ing been conducted by the Rev. S. R. J. Hoyt, 
addresses followed by the Rev. Messrs. T. Bryson, 
C. H. Judd, and W.,S. Tomlinson, in which touch- 
ing and appropriate reference was made to the 


* These suggestions have had the expressed approval 
of the Missionary Bishop of Shanghai, and of a goodly 
number of the Clergy and Laity to whom they haye 
come in the way of private intercourse, 
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occasion and objects of the institution. Suitable 
hymns having been previously selected and dis- 
tributed among the audience, that part of the 
service was heartily joined in by all. It was 
pleasing to notice the large BECP orn of females 
present, indicating, as it did, that they were not 
slow to appreciate the special interest such a ser- 
vice had for themselves. Earnest wishes were 
expressed by the various speakers, and earnest 
prayers offered by all, that the largest possible 
amount of good might follow the work thus in- 
augurated; and as we separated and returned to 
our homes, from many a heart, we believe, the 

rayer was offered that Gop would help us so to 
ive that when we too should have passed away 
and be numbered with the dead the memory of 
our lives and prayers might stimulate and help 
in goodness those we had left behind. 

‘o answer the purposes of hospital and dispen- 
sary, a native house has been rented, the side 
rooms having been fitted up as wards for the re- 
ception of in-patients, while the large guest- 
room and the room behind provide a waiting- 
room and dispensary, in which daily attendance 
is given. Large scrolls, bearing appropriate texts 
of Scripture in Chinese, adorn the walls. It 
seemed to us that great advantages would be 
likely to accrue from having a separate hospital 
for women, and that perhaps the plan might be 
worthy of a trial in other places. We notice 
with pleasure that here, as in Dr. Bunn’s old hos- 
pital, great and increasing prominence is given 
to the spiritual aims of the work. Each day’s 
labor is begun by calling upon all the patients to 
join in prayer to Gop for His blessing, and then, 

y religious conversation and preaching, the en- 
lightenment and conversion of the patients is 
ardently sought. During the intervals of preach- 
ing the religious instruction of the in-patients is 
provided for by the constant reading of the Scrip- 
tures or other Christian books. It will thus be 
seen.that the end proposed is not merely the heal- 
ing of the body, but that all the patients may be 
brought under saving Christian influences. 

One thing we must not omit to mention in this 
brief notice, as it forms an element of hope for the 
future. For some time past regular instruction 
in clinical service has been given to several stu- 
dents, with the hope that in days to come, by the 
conscientious use of the knowledge now impart- 
ed, they may be able more efficiently to serve the 
Church of Gop.

REPORT OF THE REV. YUNG KIUNG YEN. 
SHANGHAI, June 30th, 1879. 
To the Foreign Committee : 
My work since my remoyal to Shanghai, as 


assigned me by the Bishop, is in schools, and 


consequently my report for this year will 
cover them only. They are as follows : 

1, The Duane Hall Divinity School. This 
has six students, five from Duane Hall Board- 


ing-school, and one from Kong-wan Parish. - 


They had been engaged for several years in 


teaching Mission schools, but they are now | 


relieved from this duty, and devote themselves 
entirely to theological study. They were ac- 
cepted as Candidates several years ago, and it 
is proper they should be ordained at an early 
date. Their recitations are daily from 10 A. M. 
to 12m. On Sundays they take turns in Lay- 
reading for the Rev. Mr. Wong, and in teach- 
ing classes in the Sunday-school. During the 
week each one goes out one afternoon to one 
of the many preaching stations in the district. 
When the St. John’s College is organized, the 
Bishop and the other Clergy will take the 
chief part in this department, so that instruc- 
tion will be thoroughly carried on.. If the 
Bishop’s plan is fully followed out, we will 
have a native Ministry of a high order. 

2. The Duane Hall Boarding-school. This 
has twenty-two boys, three of whom are chil- 
dren of the ‘scholars of the former schools. 
Six are baptized, and three are communicants.. 
A Christian man acts as the temporary super- 
intendent, and lives with them; he also teaches 
‘‘the religious books.”’ A literary graduate has 
the Chinese classics. I visit them and examine 
their lessons every Friday. I find that at Miss 
Fay’s death there were thirty-one, but at the 
time of removal ten went home, owing to 
want of accommodation (in the temporary 
quarters). I believe several of these have 
gone to apprenticeship, and consequently will 
not return. There have been several new ap- 
plications lately, being chiefly attracted by the 
prospect of a liberal education, but none can 
be received until we move to St. John’s. 

The above two schools and the Baird Hall 
will be the foundation of the new institu- 
tion. 

3. The two boys’ day-schools in the Parish 
of the Church of our Saviour. These have 
worked from the beginning in connection 
with Duane Hall, and are the principal feed- 
ers to it. There are thirty-eight boys. They 
attend the Services and Sunday-school of the 
above church. JI visit them and examine-their 
lessons every Tuesday. 

4, The three girls’ day-schools and one 
boys’ day-school in the Parish of Christ. One 
of the former and the latter are in the church 
premises; the rest are within walking dis- 
tances. The three female teachers are Chris- 


tians, one of whom is distantly related to the - 


Rey. Mr. Woo, and another is the daughter of 
the sexton, and for several years a member of 
the Bridgman Memorial School. There are 
fifty-six girls and twenty boys. They attend 
Christ Church, I visit the boys’ school every 
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_ Friday, and the girls’ schools every alternate 
_ Wednesday, Mrs. Thomson’s Bible woman 
taking the other. 

5. I hold Services in Kong Wan on those 
- days when Communion is administered, the 
Rey. Dr. Nelson having the same in the 
foreign community, and consequently being 
unable to go. I have also the Wednesday af- 
ternoon Bible instruction and meeting for 


prayer in Christ Church. This is attended by | 


many of the converts, and by all of the 
Duane Hall boarders, and of the four day- 
schools, as already mentioned. 


FROM LETTERS OF THE REY. W. J. BOONE. 
STEAMER ‘‘ TOKIO,” 
San Francisco, October 4th. 

Permit me one last word of urgent entreaty, 
that as far as is possible the work of the Col- 
lege and schools may be well keptup. To have 
a failure where natives and foreigners are look- 
ing to see a real school of learning, helped 
and guided by Christian light, would set back 
our work more than words can tell. Either 
Station kept weak means loss in the future as 
well as now, and a strain on the workers that 
ought not to be upon them. Tohave the Col- 
lege succeed, the helping staff of teachers 
must give their whole thoughts and energies 
to learning and its interest, and only men 
younger than our senior Missionaries, at Shang- 
hai can be expected to do that. There, is of 

- course, other work in abundance, as in times 
past, outside the College establishment, round 
about Shanghai. 

Asto Wuchang, it wants youth and strength, 
and certainly ‘‘a double team to pull the load.” 
It is not that the Committee can compass it 
this year, perhaps; but to keep it steadily in 
view will (D.V.) hasten the accomplishment. 

Gop grant us all health and grace and bless- 
ing to endure and work in our day for Curisr 
and His Churchin China. Help us by sym- 
‘pathy and all possible aid, for the fight is a 
hard one. 


AT BISHOP WILLIAMS’. 


Tox1o, JAPAN, October 27th, 1879. 

We have come in safety, comfort, and quite 
quickly thus far on our way. We had, thanks to 
our friends in San Francisco, such introduc- 
tions as gave us the choice of seats at table, and 
such comforts as appertain thereto, where eat- 
ing makes a good part of each day’s duties, We 
-had thirty-seven adults and seventeen children, 
and so there was stir and life enough. We 
got in about dusk on Friday evening, after a 
nineteen days’ passage, and had to go to a 


hotel until our friends here could get word 


and come down for us, as they did on Satur- 
day morning. The transfer of baggage, etc., 
took me all the morning, as both, steamers 
were some way out, and now one has to hire 
his own boat, and see to it at his own cost. 
We find all fairly well here. Mrs. Blanchet 
has a babe of a week old, and so we fell to 
the Bishop’s care. Mr. and Mrs. Quinby are 
boarding with Mr. Wright, of the 8S. P. G., 


who happens to have room now, as his fam-- 


ily are in England. .. . 

Mr. Blanchet says that Bishop Williams has 
far too much work on him, and I should 
judge so too. 

The chapels and schools here in Tokio 
seem to be doing a quiet, good work, and we 
must hope to see in the future the blessed re- 
sults of much patient toil, No man could 
spend himself more entirely than the Bishop 
does. From Shanghai I hear of the death of 
Bishop Russell, the English Bishop of North 
China. . . . We are (D. V.) to go on Wed- 
nesday, the 29th, by the same steamer that 
took me over ten years ago. 


FROM LETTER OF THE REY. S. R. J. HOYT. 


Wocuane, August 14th, 1879. 

On Sunday last I baptized four more adults, 
making forty-one Baptisms since my return. 
There are others still who are attending our 
Services regularly, and give serious attention 
to the Gospel, six of whom are candidates for 
Baptism. Gop hasten the time when your 
Missionaries can write that there are added 
daily to the Church nwmbers of such as shall 
be saved! 

I have missed Dr. Bunn very much since 
his departure. Many a poor native here 
misses him too, for our young men, although 
they do well, cannot fill the gap. 

J have reason for gratitude to Gop that I 
have kept in excellent health thus far, more 
than half through the summer. 


LETTER FROM THE REV. W. S. SAYRES. 


SHANGHAI, October 1st, 1879. 

On September 14th Bishop Schereschewsky 
confirmed nine natives in the Church of our 
Saviour. It was very touching to me to see them 
come up tothe chancel. One wasan old, white- 
haired woman, who had to be led. Shewas 
from the country, very rustic in appearance 
and dressed in the coarse, blue, homespun 
cotton cloth that oneseeseverywhere. It was, 
as I said, very touching to me, for she could, 
but very imperfectly at the best, haye appre- 
hended the doctrines of the Church ; and yet she 
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us

FROM REPORT OF THE REY. C. T. BLANCHET. 
Tox1o, June 30th, 1879. 


There are four women and about as many 
men who should have been confirmed, but 
‘were not, on account of absence and sickness 
when the Confirmation was held. I am con- 
fident that all the women and some of the men 
will be -confirmed during the coming year. 
There are, besides, four or five new applica- 
tions for_Holy Baptism. 

The falling off in the number of Services as 
compared with last year is accounted for by 
other additional work since September last, 
and a failing of health at the beginning of the 
present year, from which we have yet hardly 
entirely recovered; but I am glad to say that, 
although I had to give up the flourishing 
preaching place at Asakusa in January, and 
the evening Services at Kanda since last March, 
the preaching was regularly kept up by the 
strenuous efforts of the Bishop and some of 
our native helpers, so that there was actually 
as much preaching done this year as last year. 


GIRLS’ SCHOOL. 


Our Girls’ School is now ina better working 
condition than it ever was before; its further 
‘growth and greater usefulness will now only 
depend on the support we get from home. We 
are happy to add that the many tokens of in- 
terest in it which we have already received 
give us reason to be grateful for the past and 
hopeful for the future. We have tried to 
make the school as nearly self-supporting 
as possible; but as we could not get paying

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pupils, we have adopted the plan of requiring

time and strength to this all-important work 
—the training of a native Ministry. 

_ The people are actually getting ready for 
Christianity faster than we can carry it to 
them. We have recently had repeated invi- 
tations from a number of towns and villages 


in the interior to come and teach them the 


‘Religion of Jusus.” Instead of our having 
to urge them to listen to the Glad Tidings, 


they call upon us to bring them the Gospel. 


But what answer can we give them? How can 
we comply with their urgent requests, when 
we have already more than we can well do at

FROM REPORT OF THE REV. T. §. TYNG. 


OsakA, JAPAN, June, 1879. 

In making my first annual report to the 
Committee, I beg leave to say, in the first place, 
that I have nothing to report that admits of a 
tabulated statement, all the statistics of the 
Osaka work being reported by other members 
of the Mission. I have besides very little of 
any sort to report in the way of personal 
work. The year has been one of preparation 
merely. Ihave made, I think, fair progress in 
the language, and on the fifth Sunday after 
Easter was able to begin to assist Mr. Morris 
in reading the Service. 

Mrs. Tyng and myself have assisted Miss 
Eddy in teaching in her school, giving to that 
work, on the average, an hour a day, 

THE JAPANESE LANGUAGE. 


As to the Japanese language, it may be 
well, perhaps, tosaya word here, Its difficul- 


ties may fairly be called very great, To be- 


Mex. Dol. 345.18=Yen, 375.20 — 
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gin with, it is utterly different in its whole 
structure from all the languages with which we 
have to do at home, even including He- 
brew. Then, if we regard its substance, it 
may be quite fairly said that there are three 
languages—the literary, the epistolary, and 
the colloquial. A person knowing any two of 
these would stili entirely fail to understand the 
third. Yet two of these the Missionary 
must learn. Further, if one looks at the form 
of language, its written and printed characters, 
the difficulties are indefinitely increased. The 
Japanese characters alone present consider- 
able difficulty, but nothing of any conse- 
quence (I believe only one of all the Japanese 
newspapers) is written without a large admix- 
ture of Chinese characters. The Chinese 
characters are in constant use in substantially 
all books, in letters, in proper names, even in 
street signs. The number of these, as is well 
known, is enormously great. I find in my 
Japanese dictionary, for example, ten different 
meanings of the sound ‘‘fu,” represented by 
ten different Chinese characters. The lan- 
guage, in short, is the literary memorial of a 
people whose learned men have spent, perhaps, 
the larger part of their time merely in elaborat- 
ing and studying the written form by which 
ideas are conveyed. I can see now the reason of 
a piece of advice which Bishop Schereschewsky 
gave me, and which at the time I could hardly 
believe to be seriously meant, viz., if I in- 
tended to go to Japan, to study Chinese first. 
There can be no doubt that a man who should 
do that, although he would be much longer in 
getting to his work, would be a much better 
Japanese scholar. I speak of these difficulties 
simply for one reason—to show that a Mission- 
ary cannot be expected to work well in Japan- 
ese very soon. Some of the difficulties may 
be avoided by being contentedly ignorant of 
many things one would like to know, and giv- 
ing up the idea of ever being a Japanese 
scholar. But, even so, to prepare for any 
effective Missionary work in this country isa 
matter of time and labor, and our friends at 
home must be patient with our slowness. I 
know of one Missionary in Osaka who has 
been here four years, who, perhaps, knows 


more of the Japanese colloquial idiom than any’ 
one in the city, who yet only began last Sep- 
tember to preach once amonth. I know an- 
other Missionary who began to try to preach 
within a year, broke down at the year’s end, 
and was obliged to spend a year or more at 
home, and who now, at the end of five years, has 
just preached what he looks upon as his first: 
sermon, And these are both men of more than. 
ordinary ability. It should be said that the. 
first was able to do little work the first year on 
account of ill-health. The general opinion - 
here seems to be that if a man can preach in- 
telligibly and with a fair amount of correctness’ 
at the end of two years, he is doing very well. 
If our Church is ever to leave its mark, 
broad and deep, on the Christianity of Japan, 
now is the time. Five years’ delay may put it 
out of our power to do what now we can do. 
Two years out of the five will have to be spent 
by any workers (except secular teachers) in 
learning the language. Are we to be left 


always in this half-supported state? 


FROM LETTER OF REY. A. R. MORRIS. 
Osaka, August 20th, 1879. 

We are now enjoying the pleasure of a visit 
from Bishop Williams, and I hope on Sunday 
next that two candidates will be confirmed. 
I had hoped there would have been three, but 
one of those who expected to receive the rite 
is a soldier in the Osaka garrison, and the 
troops are not allowed to go out at all now on 
aecount of the cholera, of which there is a 
little in Osaka just at present; but I am thank- 
ful to say it is confined within very narrow 
limits, and is fast disappearing. 

There was a good deal of cholera in Osaka - 
during the early part of the summer. I have 
not mentioned it before for fear of unneces- 
sarily alarming friends at home. None of the 
foreigners have been attacked by it, nor have 
any left Osaka on account of it, and it seems 
now to have diminished so much that there is 
little or no cause for alarm. 

We are all enjoying excellent health. 


HAITI. 


WE cut the following correspondence, etc., 
from Mission Field for October.

A HAITIEN SCHOLARSHIP AT CODRINGTON COL- 
LEGE, BARBADOS. 


Bishop Mitchinson has for warded to the Society 


a very interesting letter received by him from ~ 
the Bishop of Haiti, from which the follcwing is 
an extract: 

“Port AU PRINCE, Febrvary 5th, 1879. 

“Would it be possible to establish at Codring- 
ton College a scholarship for the Church in Haiti 
similar to those established for the other West- 
Indian Dioceses? 

“The Church in Hai’i as young (dating from 
1861), surrounded by a powerful and hostile 
Church. It is poor, and its Bishop very poor. 
The Church in the United States gives us £1,000 
per annum for stipends of Bishop and eight 
Clergy, and feels that it is all that it can do, 
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“T have no educational institution here, and 
my own children are much neglected in conse- 
quence. Two of my sons, aged sixteen and four- 
teen, are in the National Lyceum here, whom I 
would be glad to have in such a college as that 
of Codrington. They are more or less exposed 
to Romish influences. The younger sons are 
about entering the Wesleyan School here. This is 
rather a poor show for the Church here to have 

the Bishop’s sons under the influence of our 
brethren on the right hand and on the left hand 
of us! Want of means to carry on a Church 
ora or to send them abroad is the cause 
of it. 


¢ The Bishop of Barbadoes’ own views on the 
subject are expressed in his letter of March 11th: 


‘*T presume he has written to. me as Visitor of 
the College direct instead of to the S. P. G. and 
S. P. C. K., because he belongs to the American 
section of Anglican Christendom, and feels some 
delicacy in himself invoking the assistance of 

- English societies. 

““T, however, feel none. Our College ought, 

beyond doubt, to be the educational centre of 
the West Indies, and specially the main feeder of 
the Christian Ministry in these regions, and I 
shall rejoice if S. P. G. and 8. P. C. K. will com- 
bine to extend to the Haitien Church the advan- 
tages they have already offered to the Dioceses 
of the West Indian Province. One exhibition 
tenable for two years (or, better still, two, so 
that one should be vacant every year) would 
amply meet, I suppose, the wants of Haiti; the 
conditions I suggest being that the candidate 
named by the Bishop pass in Haiti the entrance 
examination of a student in EY by means 
of papers to and from Barbadoes: That the ex- 
hibition be tenable for two years (assuming good 
conduct, diligence, and continuous residence), 
provided that the exhibitioner pass each year 
the examination (previous and final severally) 
for the Durham License in Theology.” 


In response to the appeal the S. P. G. has 
founded a Diocesan Exhibition for Haiti at Cod- 
rington College of the value of £30 per an- 
num; and it is hoped that this will be met by a 
similar grant from the 8S. P. C. K., the whole to 
be available for the same student, 


FROM LETTER OF BISHOP HOLLY. 


Port av Prince, November 4th, 1879. 

Our political revolution is at an end, after 
leaving us in a state of suspense for nearly 
four months. Mr. Louis Salomon was elected 
President October 23d, and inaugurated Oc- 
tober 26th. 

The elements of self-government are latent 
in the Haitien people, as the order and de- 
corum observed by the masses during the four 
months that we were without any government 
‘but a self-constituted provisional committee 
abundantly prove. I doubt whether the same 


self-control could have been elsewhere mani- 
fested by the masses under similar circum- 
stances of social and political disorganization. 

The only thing that has been wanting here 
is capable administrators. With such there 
would be nothing to prevent this people, with 
their many other good elements, from ad- 


vancing rapidly toward a high state of Chris-_ 


tian civilization. Most of our chieftains who 
have come to power here* have been mere 
military despots, entirely ignorant of the prin- 
ciples of civil and political administration. 
Christophe, Petion, Boyer, and Geffrard are 
the only exceptions to be mentioned among 
thirteen presidents or chieftains. Christophe 
governed for fourteen years the northern part 
of the island as a kingdom; Petion governed 


| the south and west contemporaneously, as a 


republic, twelve years; Boyer governed the 
whole island, united as one republic, twenty- 
five years; and Geffrard governed eight years. 
Geffrard was the least able of the four in some 
respects; Boyer the most capable. Hence it 
may be seen that when there is real capacity 


in the administrators, the people rest quiet for ~ 


many years together under their sway. 

Mr. Salomon, who now comes to the office 
of President, brings thereto more previous ad- 
ministrative experience than any of his pre- 
decessors. He was eleven years Secretary 
of State under Soulouque; and if that ig- 
norant chieftain remained so long a time in 
office, it was because he had the good fortune 
to choose such an able Secretary of State. 
Since then Mr. Salomon has been Minister to 
England and to France. Hence he is an ex- 
perienced diplomat, acquainted with the in- 
ternal and external affairs of his country. He 
is also believed to be a devoted patriot, without 
any ambition but to lift up his country, and 
raise up his countrymen in the scale of being. 
I think we have much to hope for during his 


administration of the country, if the turbu-' 


lent elements, that are scarcely yet appeased, 
can be kept from concentrating their force 
again around some ambitious and incompetent 
chieftain. We must give him at least a year 
before he will be out of danger of such a co- 
alition. But once the reins of government 
firmly in hand, after a year of trial, if his life 
is spared and his will remains good, then, un- 
der Gop, something will be done to advance 
Christian civilization in Haiti. Mr. Salomon 
was sixty-four years old on the 31st of Octo- 
ber last.

30 : MEXICO. 


* To the Editor of the Transcript: In a letter 
from your correspondent in the City of Mexico, 
dated July 28th, 1879, I have read the remarks 
made about the Christian work which the Prot- 
estant Episcopal Church is aiding in our neigh- 
poring republic. I have been in Mexico as 
General Agent of the American Bible Society, 
and being well acquainted with the Spanish 
language, I have most carefully examined the 
work of the Mexican Church. ... am a Bostonian 
and a member of the Protestant Episcopal 
Church, and havé thoroughly informed myself 
about the subject of which lam writing. The 
Christian work which the Protestant Episcopal 
Church is encouraging in Mexico I found to be 
far more important, more real and widespread 
than I had any idea of from the reports regard- 
ing it I had heard in this country. 

n the City of Mexico a magnificent church, 
that of St. Francis, situated near the principal 
street of that capital (the interior of which 
served the architect for his model of dome and 
chancel in building Trinity Church, Boston), is 
oceupied by a congregation which, together with 
some fifty others in different parts of the Re- 
public of Mexico, have united in one Church or- 
ganization, whose faith and order are in har- 
mony with the Protestant Episcopal Church in 
this country. During my residence in Mexico I 
repeatedly attended the services at the Churches 
of St. Francis and San Jose De Gracia, and in- 
variably ... found them well attended. I 
recollect that on the occasion of the Thanks- 
giving Services held in the Chapel of St. Fran- 
cis, last December, at which I was present, it 
was estimated that over two hundred were 
obliged to go away from inability to obtain even 
standing room within. The Clergy at the front 
of that Mexican Church are men of thorough 
Christian faith and piety. Among its members 
I found the most devoted Christians. It is a 
singularly active Church in its Christian labors, 
and is educating a large number of children in 
its Church schools, and preparing many of its 
young men for the Christian ministry. 

It is true its members are from among the 
poor, and that to continue the Christian work 
they have so nobly undertaken they need the 
generous aiding hand of the Episcopal Church 
of this country. But it is also true that had 
they been willing to have deserted their own 
Mexican Church, and to have listened to the 
offers made them by the agents of American 
societies, hostile to the Episcopal Church, and 
who cherish unfriendly feelings to the Church 
in Mexico because of its connection with it and 
distinctive position, its workers might have re- 
ceived far larger support than they are now 
receiving. Offers after offers, to my personal 
knowledge, have been made to many of the 
prominent workers connected with the Mexican 
Church of far larger assistance than they were 
receiving from the Protestant Episcopal Church, 
on condition that they would abandon their 
own Church and join the Foreign Missions 
established among them, which offers have been 
firmly and indignantly declined. Those at the 
front of this Mexican Church are working from 
the deepest Christian conviction, and are men of 
high Christian character and earnest purpose. 
In this estimate of their Christian character, 
made from an intimate personal acquaintance 
with the persons of whom I speak, I am sustain- 
ed by ths testimony of others who have been in 
Mexico, and who are well known in this com- 
munity, such as Bishop Lee, of Delaware, the 
Rev. Dr. Heman Dyer, and the Rev. Albert 
Zabriskie Gray, of the Diocese of New York, 
and others. With regard to the extent of the 


work, I was astonished as proof after proof came 


to my knowledge of how far the influence of the __ 


Mexican Church has extended. Its members 
are met with far and wide throughout central 
Mexico, and ‘through their exertions the Bible 
has found its way into thousands of houses, 
with most blessed results. The thoroughness of 
Christian life and purpose, the absorbing in- 
terest in Christian work, the consistent Christian 
examples seen among its active workers, all re- 
veal the deep faith in Curist of this Mexican 
Branch of the Church. Many of its members 
have died a martyr’s death for their faith, yet 
the survivors have not retaliated, but, on the 


contrary, have shown the most thorough Chris- - — 


tian spirit in meeting the persecutions they have 
undergone. This Church has firmly sustained 


the purity of the Christian faith and a high tone | 


of morality and virtue in its communion. : 
Encouraged, as I trust that Churchmen in 


more favored lands will continue to encourage ~ 


it, I cherish the strongest hopes that this Mex- 
ican Church will exercise a most important in- 
fluence in behalf of the pure faith, not only in 
Mexico, but far and wide throughout the Span- 
ish field. Bishop Riley enjoys not only the en- 
tire confidence and respect, but also the sincere 
affection of this Mexican Church, while his 
Spanish-American birth, and his long experience 
in Christian work among the Spanish-speaking 
people, give him immense advantage in prose- 
cuting the work which has been entrusted to his 
care. 
he now occupies, it has only been after the most 
earnest solicitation from those most interested 
in that work. Bishop Riley watches over this 
Mexican Church with love and gentleness, but 
also with firmness, and sustains the faith and 
purity of life among its members with earnest 


solicitude, not hesitating, when necessary, toexer- — 


cise due discipline. Those who have been sepa- 
rated from the communion of this Mexican 
Church for deviating from Christian faith or 
morality have sometimes endeavored to preju- 
dice the minds of others with regard to it. It is 
right, therefore, that the public should also 
listen to the testimony of Christian men of ex- 
perience, who from personal knowledge have 
heartily commended that work. 

I ask, therefore, as an act of simple justice, 
that your columns should publish that testi- 
mony.

“On the night of the 18th inst., at half-past 
eight o’clock, when we were singing, two stones 
were thrown at me, and one directed to my head 
which might have been fatal to me if the Bible I 
had in my hand had not warded off the blow.

SIXTH ANNUAL MEETING OF THE WOMAN’S AUXILIARY oY THE 
BOARD OF MISSIONS. 


On Tuesday, the 14th of October, 1879, 
the sixth annual meeting of the Woman’s 
Auxiliary to the Board of Missions was held 
in a parish room connected with St. Bartholo- 
mew’s Church, Forty-fourth street and Madison 
avenue. The hour of the meeting was appointed 
at half-past two, at which time the room was 
filled with ladies who occupied every seat, 
some finding places on the step of the plat- 
form, while others were obliged to stand. 

The Rev. Dr. Cooke, rector of St. Bar- 
tholomew’s, opened the meeting with a few 
collects, and three verses of the 287th hymn 
were sung, after which Miss Cornelia Jay, 
Vice-President of the New York Committee 
on Work for Foreign Missionaries, took the 
chair. 

The Secretary called the roll by dioceses, 
from which it was found that eleven dioceses 
were represented, viz., Central New York, 
Connecticut, Long Island, Massachusetts, 
New Jersey, New York, Northern New 
Jersey, Pennsylvania, South Carolina, Ver- 
mont, and Virginia. The minutes of the last 
meeting were read, followed by a brief sum- 
mary of the year’s work, to the effect that 


"$101,252.27 had been contributed in money 


and boxes during the year 1878-9, by the 
Woman’s Auxiliary, to the Domestic and 
Foreign Missions of the Church. The Secre- 
tary then read the Supplement to her Annual 
Report, after which the President announced 
that the question, ‘‘ How to interest people in 
Mission work, and how to keep them inter- 
ested,’ would be discussed. 

This discussion was introduced by the 
reading of a paper which will appear in 
the February Sprit or Missions, and 
was carried on by a number of  dio- 
cesan officers and others, who spoke of 


the influence possessed by those in office 
whose warm interest may lead them to exert 
it actively on individuals and parishes, by per- 
sonal intercourse, and by the wise use of their 
pens; of the necessity laid on those having 
the love of Curist to fulfil His commands, 
not only to do and give and pray themselves, 
but to provoke others to like good works, even 
though the provoking seem at times to try 
their patience and be productive of no good 
result; of the benefit that may come from 
the lending of the Missionary periodicals, with 
marked places to be read, and with the in- 
variable request that the magazine or paper 
be returned, thus ensuring the reading of the 
article; and of the good arising from the dis- 
tribution of leaflets. 

At the close of the discussion Mrs. Buford 
was introduced to the ladies, but feeling un- 
able to speak before such an assembly, the 
Secretary spoke in her place of the work which 
has increased so marvellously under her hands, 
from its feeble beginning, with half a dozen 
children in the poor mud-chinked hut, to the 
twenty-seven Sunday-schools containing 1,400 
children, and the 2,000 grown people who 
come to her, through their teachers and 
preachers, for instruction; to her day-school 
of 160 scholars, now held in a neat log chapel; 
and her industrial school, and her sisterhood 
of black sisters going out to the sick and the 
poor on errands of mercy. On Mrs. Buford’s 
behalf the Secretary expressed her thanks for 
all the help that had come to her in her work, 
the money, the books, the clothing, the deli- 
cacies for the sick and suffering. As another 
added to her words, ‘‘These poor people 
know nothing of the givers of these good 
things. Mrs. Buford tries to tell them that 
kind friends from the distant North have sent

them, but they shake ee heads. ‘No, no, 
Miss Pattie,’ they say, ‘we -know who sends 
them. They come from Gop.’” 

Dr. Bunn, late our Medical Missionary at

them for the interest they had shown in be- 
ginning a fund for the erection of hospital

LETTER FROM MRS. SPALDING. a 
Written for the Annual Meeting of the Auwiliary. 


DeEnveER, Cou., September 12th, 1879. 

My Dear Frienps: Since your generosity 
has enabled the Bishop to continue having 
Sister Eliza’s valuable services, it is right that 
you should receive a report of her work since 
~ October, 1877, and it is a very great pleasure 
to me to give it to you. Iam sure that when 
you hear it you will be well satisfied with the 
substitute you support in this distant field. 

Her work still continues the same, namely, 
visiting at the county hospital, keeping up 
her Mission of All Saints, North Denver, with 
Sunday-school, mothers’ meeting, and sewing- 
school, and giving much of her time to reliev- 
ing the poor. Her influence is constantly 
increasing, and she is widely known now, and 
loved by all who know her. She is constantly 
being called upon to relieve distress, help per- 
sons out of employment, find nurses for the 
sick, and to visit the destitute. The follow- 
ing statistics will teil something of the results 
of her work for the past two years: Number 
of visits, 1,756—of these 158 have been at the 
hospital; baptisms, 22—of these 13 at the 
hospital; confirmations, 9—of these 8 at the 
hospital. 

I wish you could for one week accompany 
her on her round of duties, and see for your- 
selves how much good she does. Sunday 
morning before nine she goes over the Platte 
River to her Mission of All Saints. Until 
within a few Sundays she has been obliged to 
walk nearly a mile of the way, as the street- 
cars have not been running. Here she has a 
flourishing Sunday-school of about forty, 
which she conducts almost entirely alone, as 
it is too far from the centre of the town for 
her to get assistance. After Sunday-school 
she has just time to reach Trinity Church, 
between two and three miles away, for Morn- 
ing Service. After dinner she takes a street- 
car for the hospital, about two miles in an-

other direction, The car carries her as 5 far 
as Cherry Creek, and this she has to wade 
through, sometimes getting i ; 
sometimes going through water with rubber 
boots, and always having a weary walk 
through sand. When she reaches the hos- — 
pital she assembles as many as will come, and 
a Christian layman holds Service, while she — 
plays the organ and leads the singing. No 
withstanding this hard day’s work she scarcely — 
ever complains of weariness, and usually 
attends Service in the evening over in West — 
Denver. : 

Monday she tries to rest, but often the whole 
day is spent in answering calls for help in one — 
way or another. Tuesdays and Fridays she 
visits the hospital, reading and talking to the 
patients, and praying with them. This hos- 
pital work is peculiarly important here in 
Denver, where there are many invalids from — 
all parts of the world. It is supported by the 
county, and there are all classes there, from — 
those of high social position to the very low. 
Many come in the last stages of consumption, 
and having used all their means to get here, 
have no resource but to go to the hospital, — 
very often only to die. A volume might be 
written .of all her interesting experiences in 
this work. I will speak of one here. i 

In one of her visits she found a young boy, 
fourteen years of age, who had run away from_ 
his home in Penney ine in order to reach’ 
Leadville, whose fame had reached his small 
town. She found him very low with pneu- 
monia, the physicians giving very little hope 
of his recovery. She knelt and prayed by his — 
bedside, and while she prayed he reverently 
covered: his eyes with his weak hands, thus 
showing a Christian mother’s teaching. Con- 
trary to all expectation, he did recover. The 
hospital being crowded, he was discharged as 
soon as possible, before he had gained his full

Sister Eliza found him at the hospital, suffer- 
ing from asthma. 
firmed. She raised enough money from 
friends to buy him a little, rough, wooden 
house, which she made quite comfortable, and 
he now lives there on two dollars a week, 
given him by the county. His only source of 
comfort is the Church, with the blessings it 
brings to him. He used to walk two miles to 
attend my Bible class Sunday afternoons, and 
although I gave him money to pay his car 
fare, he would save it to put it in the offer- 
tory.

LETTER FROM SISTER MARY GRAVES, 


OF ST. MARY’S SCHOOL, SANTEE AGENCY, NEBRASKA. 
Written for the Annual Meeting of the Auxiliary. 


CLEVELAND, O., October 10th, 1879. 

My Dear Miss. EMERY: Since T cannot 
-be present at the Auxiliary meeting in New 
York, Iam going to write you as much as I 
can about our work, hoping you may find 
something in it that may be of interest to those 
to whom we owe so much. I had looked for- 
ward with especial pleasure to meeting the 
ladies of the Dakota League and the Indian’s 
Hope, and others, to whom I owe a debt of 
gratitude for kindnesses received during my ill- 
ness last winter and spring. It is a disap- 
pointment to me that I cannot, but I am sure 
it would not have been wise for me to have 
attempted it. 
~ The work in Niobrara with which I am con- 
‘nected is St. Mary’s Boarding-school for Indian 
girls at Santee Agency. Our agency is situ- 
ated on the Missouri River, thirty miles above 
the town of Yankton, and thirty-six miles 
below Yankton Agency, where St. Paul’s 
School for boys and young men is located; 
but we are on the opposite side of the river 
_ from both, the only one co our agencies that 
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is in Nebraska. The Rev. Mr. Fowler has 
been the Missionary in charge of the work 
there since the spring of 1878. His wife has 
charge of the women’s meeting and outside vis- 
iting among the sick, etc. The Rev. Mr. Fow- 
ler and Rev. Amos Ross, his Deacon, also teach 
a day-school for boys. Mr. Fowler’ s family 
and St. Mary’s School are in the same build- 
ing, but our households are eatirely separate. 
The house is long and low, and very well ar- 
ranged for two families. 

I have been away from my work so long 
that I shall find great changes and improve- 
ments at St. Mary’s School when I return. 
Through the generosity of the President of 
the Niobrara League, a large, pleasant dorrai- 
tory has been added by raising the roof over 
apart of the building. Other changes have 
been made in the arrangements of the rooms 
which will give usa larger dining-room and 
kitchen, also a sitting-room for the girls, 

Miss Ives writes that the new dormitory is a 
pretty, airy room, large enough to hold twenty 
double beds, I think, with windows facing 
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Thursday is the day for Sister Eliza’s 
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south and north, and a icone double window 
in the west end. The east end, with a cor- 
responding window, has been partitioned off 
to make a room for the use of either the house- 
mother or teacher. Our sitting-room has 
been made fourteen feet shorter, to give room 
for two closets—one for house linen, towels, 
etc.; the other finished with hooks for wrap- 
pings on one side, and on the other a medicine 
closet. The girls’ sitting and work room joins 
our sitting-room. The furniture is a pine table 
to cut out work on, some shelves for books, 
others to hold the work, and a picture of the 
Good Shepherd, sent by a lady of Boston last 
spring. 

Now about the girls. Last year we had 
thirteen Santees, thirteen from Rosebud Agen- 
cy, which is away off, about five days’ jour- 
ney, I think, going across the country by teams, 
and six girls from Yankton Agency. 

The ages of our girls varied from eighteen 
years down tosix. Miss Bell had charge of the 
school-room work and sewing after I was 
obliged to give it up last January. All but 
one of the girls who were with us last year 
understood English; some of them spoke it 
quite well, and all were making an effort to 
use what they knew. When they read quite 
well and understandingly, they are timid 
about using English in conversation, but it is 
the language of the school and sewing-room, 
and, when we are with them, of the dining-room 
also; but we have noticed that when they eat 
their meals alone conversation flows most 
freely. Some of the girls read in Wilson’s 
Third Reader, They have exercises in spell- 
ing and dictation also. I think the instruc- 
tion in geography has been mostly oral. They 
had only progressed in arithmetic as far as 
multiplication while I was teaching them. In 
regard to their writings and efforts at English 
composition, Mrs. M can speak from expe- 
rience, for I remember she had a budget of let- 
ters from them to decipher last spring. While 
Miss Bell was teaching them they learned the 
Collect in English every week, and commit- 
ted to memory considerable of the English 
Catechism. 

They are divided into work-squads at the 
beginning of each month, some for the Jaun- 
dry-work, others for the dormitories, dining- 
room, and kitchen, and the smallest ones to 
sweep porches, bring in the small wood. etc. 


Just like other children, they sometimes do it; 


well, and sometimes badly; but we found 
that a thorough system of marking them, and 
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onaiee them accordingly in their monthly: a 


standing, in studies, work, and deportment, - 


worked a marked imiprocuee in the school. 
The standing of each girl was written out at the 
end of the month, and the paper hung where 
all could see it, dnd the girls did not like to 
have their names near the bottom of the sheet. 
Now, about the farming and gardening. 
Part of the land belonging to the Mission is 
assigned to the Rev. Mr. Fowler for cultiva- 
tion, and part to St. Mary’s School. Miss Ives — 
and I undertook the work at St. Mary’s to- 
gether in September of last year. We had 
both been at St. Paul’s before that, Miss Ives as 
housemother, and [ as associate. She has had 
a man forthe outside work, cutting the wood, _ 
drawing the water, which has to be brought — 


in barrels from the river a distance of two or

three miles, and doing the farm work. 
has proved a valuable helper, and Miss Ives 
has had wonderful success with the farming, _ 
considering that this is the first year. Ishould _ 
not wonder if she has written you about it, 
for she is in high spirits about the crops. — 
Under date of October 2d she writes: ‘‘We | 
are getting in the potatoes now; they are sell- 


ing at thirty cents by the quantity, and we shall be : 
have from one hundred to one hundred and | 


fifty bushels. I think we shall have one hundred 
and fifty cabbages, thirty or more bushels of 
beets, one-half acre of turnips, two hundred _ 
or three hundred squashes and pumpkins, © 
eight or ten bushels of carrots, three bushels 
of onions, thirty bushels of sweet corn, eighty 
Wehave had _ ; 
to enlarge the cellar.” 

The girls will feel pleased, too, for they had x 


considerable share in the planting. I remember — 
one day watching from the window the whole _ 
force out in the field planting potatoes, Miss 
Ives directing, the girls dropping them in the _ 


rows, and the man covering them. Underher — 
direction they also made the vegetable-beds 
and sowed the seeds, keeping them straight 
with a line, and measuring the distance that — 
the rows should be apart witha stick. 


They seemed specially to like the garden and — : 


other outdoor work. The little girls arefamous 
at pulling up weeds and bur-grass, and raking 


up outside to keep things tidy. We had thirty- 
| two girls last year, and this year can probably 
| have as many more as we can accommodate. .
